Says Baltimore 
Is Bookie 
Clearing House 


Washington, April 20 —(/P)—Mayo 


Thomas C'Alesandro said t o d a y 
that Baltimore is regional "clear- 
ing house" of information for big 
time eastern bookmakers. 


He said the city is powerless to 


halt this operation which "seems 
to be a perfectly legal enterprise 
under current law." 


D'Alesandro testified bef o r e a 


senate commerce subcommittee in 
support of a bill which would for- 
bid the sending of gambling infor- 
mation across state lines. He de 
scribed the measure as designed 
to take bookmaking "out of the 
billion dollar class" by cutting ofi 
bookie information. 


"Just how many big time book- 


makers operate in Baltimore is a 
moot question," D'Alesandro said. 
'It is general knowledge, how- 
ever, that the racing news syndi- 
cate, which provides vast informa- 
tion service to bookmakers, oper- 
ates in Baltimore a regional in- 
formation clearing house." 


He said city and state authorites 


do not have the power to control 
the flow of information to bookies 
and for this reason need federal 
help. 


The senate took one step yester- 


day in the direction of helping the 
states deal with g a m b l i n g . It 
passed a measure to ban the ship- 
ment of slot machines and 
other 


gambling devices into states where 
their operation is illegal. The bill 
now goes to the house. 


D'Alesandro said he doubted if 


there were a dozen slot machines 
operating in Baltimore, but that 
the numbers racket and bookmak- 
,ers operate there.

Thse witness, ^fastifying 
under 


charges by Senator McCarthy, said 
the Institute of Pacific Relations 
was not a Communist organization. 


He said, however, that it con- 


tained a Communist cell, which 
had been able at one time to gain 
control of the organization.

Editors Told 
to Improve 
Newspapers 


Washington, April 20 —(flV- The 


American Society of Ncwspape r 
editors (SNE) was advised 
by 


its president today to bend its ef- 
forts toward improving the coun- 
try's newspapers— without trying 
to exercise police powers. 


Ben M. McKelway, editor of the 


Washington Star, in a 
prepared 


message to the nearly 400 editors, 
opened up a topic expected' to pro- 
vide some fireworks at the ASNE's 
annual meeting here. 


Some editors, McKelway noted, 


have urged that the society eject 
from membership or otherwise dis- 
cipline any newspaper it dee m s 
"guilty of malpractic." He 
ar- 


gued that, saying the ASNE should 
preserve its role as an advocate of 
higher newspaper standards rather 
than adopt that of "policem a n 
judge or jury." 


'Our experience, and not lack of 


courage, should make us cautious 
of any proposition to set outselves 
up as an organization that passes 
judgment upon the too-frcqucntly 
generalized criticism of press per- 
formance," McKelway said. 


For that would be a pretentious 


undertaking, bcyong our capabili 
ties as a society and very apt to 
collide with pi'inciples basic to 
free press." 


Washington, April 20 — (/P)— For- 


mer Communist Louis Budenz was 
summoned to senate witness stand 
in Senator McCarthy's "Soviet a- 
gcnt" charges against Owent Lat- 
timore. 


In advance of the public hear- 


ing which was expected to bring

about the nature of his testimony.

rom him on the March 30 state- 
ment of McCarthy Wisconsin Re- 
publican, that Budenz would swear 
ic knew Lattimore to be a Com- 
munist party member over whom 
the leaders had disciplinary power. 


Lattimore, an American speciol- 


ist on Far Eastern affairs,

ready has testified under

that he never was a Communist 
and that he never knowingly gave 
the Communist cause a hand.

"contemptible lie" M c C a r t h y ' s 
charge that he is Russia's

be one of the

discussion at the London meetings 
of the Western Big Three.

an affirmation of the p o l i c y of 
stopping Communist c x p a n sion 
and meeting the Soviet m e n a ce 
with growing Western power.
